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1. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly indicative 
of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

2. The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the 
presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting any 
errors of which applicant may become aware in the specification. 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as containing subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled 
in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. 

Fig. 28 discloses the first impurity region [303] formed under the second conductive layer 
[315] and the third impurity layer [308, 310] formed under the second conductive layer [318]. 
The specification never discloses the first impurity region of the n-channel TFT overlaps with the 
second conductive layer and the third impurity region of the p-channel TFT overlaps the second 
conductive layer as claimed in claim 1. 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
rejections set forth in this OflBce action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claim 1 insofar, as in compliance with 35 USC 1 12, is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Goser. 
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Goser discloses a CMOS circuit in fig. 6. It comprises: an n-channel TFT having a channel 
region [2] and a first p-type region [521] contacts with the channel region; a p-type region [53] 
contacts with the region [521]; the p-type region [521] is completely under the gate electrode [5]; 
a p-channel TFT having a channel region [2] and an n-type region [44] contacts with the channel 
region [2]; the n-type region [44] is partially under the gate electrode [4], 

It would have been obvious to have the second conductive layer formed in the n-channel TFT 
and the p-channel TFT because it is used to form the LDD regions of the TFTs.
